Slick PR move 

Province to roll out campaign to shine up oilsands' image

The Alberta government 
will be rolling out initia¬ 
tives over the next few 
weeks to combat “propa¬ 
ganda campaigns" 
against the oilsands, the 
province's energy 
minister told a business 
audience yesterday. 

“We have seen our 
province and our industry 
under attack from well- 
funded international 
groups and that’s not going 
to lessen. I think it’s just 
going to simply escalate,” 
Ron Liepert told the Cal¬ 
gary Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

“Our biggest challenge 
will be the one where out¬ 
siders attack our credibili¬ 
ty, where well-funded in¬ 
ternational groups paint us 


as uncaring of the environ¬ 
ment during a time of in¬ 
ternational environmental 
correctness.” 

The oilsands have been 
the target of fierce criti¬ 
cism from environmental 
groups, who say the indus¬ 
try guzzles too much fresh 
water, harms wildlife and 
emits huge amounts of car¬ 
bon dioxide. Some of the 
most ardent opposition has 
been in the United States 
and Europe. 

“We will not sit idly by 


and let those propaganda 
campaigns happen,” 
Liepert said. 

“Our future success lies 
not in what we do within 
our own borders, but 
rather how we develop 
markets and sell ourselves 
outside of the province.” 

Canadians outside Alber¬ 
ta need to understand how 
development of Canada’s 
oilsands positively affects 
their own finances through 
equalization payments and 
the creation of manufactur¬ 


ing jobs, he said. 

“There’s not a lot of 
product that goes into the 
construction of an oilsands 
plant that comes from Al¬ 
berta,” Liepert told re¬ 
porters. 

“A lot of them are manu¬ 
factured in Ontario or Que¬ 
bec and I don’t think those 
provinces realize that as Al¬ 
berta goes, they go.” 

When pressed on what 
precisely the new initia¬ 
tives will entail, Liepert 
said: “You’ll have to wait.” 

However, engaging 
youth is a key strategy, as 
the government works 
with the education depart¬ 
ment to incorporate more 
“energy literacy” into 
school curricula.

labour Alberta New 
Democrats say a growing 
number of temporary for¬ 
eign workers in the 
province are being ripped 
off by their employers. 

The NDP released 
government records 
yesterday that show up to 
74 per cent of inspected 
businesses that employ 
workers from overseas 
have been violating labour 
laws. The infractions 
include not paying for 
overtime, statutory 
holidays and vacation time 
earned. 

“These are not minor pa¬ 
perwork problems. These 
violations are substantial 
and they hurt workers and 
their families,” said Rachel 
Notley, NDP member of 
the legislature. 

“This is exploitation 
pure and simple, and 
that’s not what Alberta is 
about.” 

A few years ago, the gov¬ 
ernment increased the 
number of temporary for¬ 
eign workers who could 
come to the province 
because employers were 
having difficulty filling 
jobs in the economic 
boom. And even with the 
recent downturn, some 
employers still find it diffi¬ 
cult to hire people for low¬ 
er-paying service-sector 
jobs. The federal 
government’s foreign- 
worker program entitles 
employees to stay in Cana¬ 
da for the duration of 
their work permit, which 
can be up to two years.

No end in sight as 
loonie flies higher 


The high Canadian dollar 
appears to be here to stay 
despite what the Bank of 
Canada or inflation do to 
impact the currency. 

Economists say the 
loonie, which jumped past 
99 cents US yesterday, 
could hit parity at any 
time. And unlike two years 
ago when the currency fell 
off the parity perch against 
the U.S. greenback as 
quickly as it had climbed, 
this time there will be no 
sudden retreat. 

Under normal circum¬ 
stances, Friday’s inflation 
numbers should provide a 
downward draft to the 
loonie’s flight. 

The consensus of econo¬ 
mists is for inflation, 
which hit 1.9 per cent in 
January, to fall all the way 
back to 1.4 per cent in Feb- 
ruaiy’s data. 

That won’t matter, how¬ 
ever, says TD deputy chief 
economist Craig Alexan¬ 
der. He says the markets 
have already priced in that 
inflation will be low going 
forward, as they have that 
the Bank of Canada will 
likely move well before the 
U.S. Federal Reserve in rais¬ 
ing interests rates.

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Machines and the social apocalypse 



A fter more than a 
half-centuiy of 
worries, warn¬ 
ings and studies 
about what our 
media habits are doing to 
us and our relationships, 
FCC chairman Newton Mi- 
now’s famous 1961 con¬ 


demnation of the “vast 
wasteland” of network TV 
seems somehow quaint. 

The TVs, computers and 
hand-held screens have 
since multiplied, enabling 
us to ignore each other any 
time and any place. Will we 
someday envy old-fash¬ 
ioned families who at least 
used to zone out in front of 
the same TV screen togeth¬ 
er, even as the Cassandras 
of the day prophesied 
looming social apocalypse? 

The dire warnings, now a 
tradition unto themselves, 
continue. TV is making us 
dumb, lazy and distractible. 


This month’s issue of the 
Archives of Pediatric and 
Adolescent Medicine draws 
a direct link between the 
amount of time kids spend 
in front of their screens 
and the difficulty they have 
relating to real people. 

Other studies have point¬ 
ed to bedroom TVs as a can¬ 
cer on relationships, elimi¬ 
nating family meals and in¬ 
teraction and short-circuit¬ 
ing the sex lives of couples. 
The more we let the ma¬ 
chines into our lives, we’re 
told, the less room there is 
for people. 

Many nights, the 


denizens of my own apart¬ 
ment (occupancy goes up 
and down) are firmly sealed 
in their own bubbles of lap¬ 
top, iPod and TV, often in 
combination. Conversation 
is admittedly sporadic, but 
the teenagers, as far as I can 
see, have so far failed to 
completely degenerate into 
anti-social blobs. 

Paradoxically, even as 
they seem unaware of each 
others’ presence in the 
same room, they are often 
interacting with each other 
online. 

Just how much whole¬ 
some family interaction is 


enough? Sometimes at this 
age, shutting out one’s fam¬ 
ily for a bit is an entirely de¬ 
sirable enterprise. I just had 
to do it with comparatively 
primitive technology like 
the Walkman. I wouldn’t 
be surprised if bygone 
alarmists decried Guten¬ 
berg’s printing press and 
the creeping effect of litera¬ 
cy on families, with kids’ 
beaks buried in books and 
other signs of complete so¬ 
cietal breakdown. 

The grownups in our 
household, I have to admit, 
can easily be as plugged in 
and tuned out as the lads. 


Many nights when it’s just 
the two of us, we’ll notice 
that we’ve each been click¬ 
ing away on our computers 
and haven’t passed a word 
between us in a couple of 
hours. We’ll often take this 
as our cue to pull the plug, 
go out for a drink, sit facing 
each other and actually 
talk. 

The time to worry is 
when you shut off all the 
screens, turn back to each 
other and find you have 
nothing to say.

Prom wars: Out of the mouths of babes

By now you have probably 
heard about the Mississippi 
school that cancelled a 
prom rather than let Con¬ 
stance McMillen, a lesbian 
student, bring her girl¬ 
friend and wear a tuxedo. 

Lots of people, straight 
and gay, are outraged at the 
school’s actions. I’ll spare 
you all the protestation, 
since it goes without saying 


the school is in the wrong 

— oh, never mind, I’ll tell 
you anyway: It cannot deny 
a couple their coming-of- 
age ritual because they’re 
gay. Though McMillen 
clearly understands the so¬ 
cial significance of her 
fight she also seems bored 
explaining the situation to 
camera crews, exasperated 
that trodding on gay rights 
still happens in 2010. 

Young Americans collec¬ 
tively yawn at the mention 

— among the under-30 set, 
about 80 per cent believe 
same-sex marriage is a pri¬ 
vate decision — so for 
McMillen and her peers, it’s 
silly trying to explain some¬ 
thing that’s accepted fact. 


“For you to say that you 
can’t bring someone of the 
same sex — well, for the 
gay people that means they 
can’t bring their date,” she 
told the Associated Press. 
“That’s really not fair to the 
people that are gay.” 

What a world, in which a 
teenager makes more sense 
of what “constitutional 
rights and liberties” are 
than the adults charged 
with teaching her these 
things. At its core, that’s 
what high school is: A se¬ 
ries of life lessons on how 
to be punctual, polite, com¬ 
mitted, ambitious, thought¬ 
ful and critical adults. 

That’s why McMillen 
sought permission from 


her teachers. That’s how 
adults deal with life, right? 
By talking through their 
differences and con¬ 
fronting tough situations 
rather than avoiding them, 
by, say, cancelling a prom 
like a socially awkward 
teenager. 

McMillen and her girl¬ 
friend are examples that 
courage and maturity can 
come at any age, and that 
students aren’t the only 
ones who should learn a 
thing or two in high school. 
Like the saying goes, out of 
the mouths of babes...

Too much information 

Geotagging raises privacy, safety concerns 


As if knowing what your 
friend had for lunch wasn’t 
enough, now you can see 
where she was eating it as 
well. 

An increasing number of 
websites and social net¬ 
working services are 
adopting geotagging, al¬ 
lowing users to include 
their exact location when 
they update their status or 
upload a photo. 

But privacy experts warn 
there are dangers in hap¬ 


hazardly broadcasting 
your location to the world. 

Sites like Twitter, Flickr 
and blog providers en¬ 
abling users to include 
their location in whatever 
they post. 

Tamir Israel, a staff 
lawyer at the Canadian In¬ 
ternet Policy and Public In¬ 
terest Clinic, says users 
shouldn’t use these servic¬ 
es without first thinking 
about the privacy implica¬ 
tions of telling anyone 


with an Internet connec¬ 
tion where they are and 
where they’ve been. 

Geotagging is fuelling 
the same debate about pri¬ 
vacy that sites like My- 
Space and Facebook 
helped generate. Canada’s 
privacy commissioner, 
who forced Facebook to 
make changes to its priva¬ 
cy policies, is already ex¬ 
amining geotagging, says 
Israel.

Woolstencroft wins 
her second gold

Standing at the top of the 
podium never gets old for 
alpine skier Lauren Wools¬ 
tencroft, just harder. 

Woolstencroft earned her 
second gold medal of the 
Paralympics yesterday by 
winning the women’s 
standing giant slalom. She 
finished 7.57 seconds ahead 
of silver medallist Andrea 
Rothfuss of Germany. 

“I haven't had a very good 
World Cup season,” said the 
28-year-old from North Van¬ 
couver, B.C. “I lost tons of 
races. That just motivated 
me to come here. 

“It’s a strong field. I’m 
surprised at the margins (of 
victory) because it’s been re¬ 
ally tight at the World Cup 
the last few years. I’m hap¬ 
py I can ski my best here.” 

Karolina Wisniewska of 
Vancouver came close to 
winning her second medal 
of the Paralympics, but fin¬ 
ished fourth. 

“It’s my best giant slalom 
result of the season,” said 
Wisniewska, 33. “I would 
have loved to be on the 
podium again. 

“Fourth place is really 
good for me.” 

Meanwhile in wheelchair 
curling yesterday, Canada 
clinched a spot in the semi¬ 


finals with an 8-6 win over 
Germany. The round-robin 
portion of the competition 
closes out today, with the 
medal round set for Satur¬ 
day. 

Woolstencroft, the first 
double-gold medallist for 


Canada at these Games, 
won the race in two min¬ 
utes 34.03 seconds. Roth¬ 
fuss was clocked in 2:41.60, 
while Slovakia's Petra Smar- 
zova was third in 2:41.63. 
Wisniewska finished in 
2:44.03. the Canadian press

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Design nightmare to decor dream

-o a movie buff, a 

flat screen televi¬ 
sion can be a 
beautiful thing; 
But to a decorator 
it can be their worst 
nightmare. Trying to in¬ 
corporate a TV into a 
room (especially a small 
space) can be difficult as 
it is instantly made the 
focal point of a room. 

If you must live with 
your television front and 
centre like I do, then 
there area few designer 
rules to follow: 


Incorporating a black tel¬ 
evision into your decor 
scheme: If the black tele¬ 
vision is the only black ob¬ 
ject in the room, then it 
will stand out like a sore 
thumb. I suggest adding a 
few other dark-toned dec¬ 
orative items to the room, 
like black picture frames, 
curtain rods, lampshades 
or small furnishings. The 
more black that get added 
around the room, the less 
obvious our flat screens 
will be. 

Choose the right size tel¬ 
evision for the room: The 

screen should be a com¬ 
fortable distance for view¬ 
ing. You should sit eight to 
nine feet away from a 32” 
screen, 10 to 12 feet away 
from a 42” screen, 13 to 14 
feet away from a 50” 
screen. Purchase a flat 


screen television that re¬ 
flects the size of the room, 
not your ego, boys! 

Hanging the television at 
regular picture height is 
too high: The middle of 
the television screen 
should be between 42-52 
inches from the floor as 
opposed to artwork, 
which should be hung at 
66 inches (from floor to 
middle). If you hang your 
television higher, then 
you will require an angle 
bracket to tilt the televi¬ 
sion to your eye level. 

Don’t compete with the 
fireplace: The television 
should be three to eight 
inches above the mantel 
(this rule is the same as if 
you were hanging a paint¬ 
ing or mirror over a man¬ 
tel too). For good propor¬ 
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show homes coming soon 


tion, the television should 
be approximately 3/4 the 
width of the mantel. Any¬ 
thing smaller will look 
puny and anything larger 
will overshadow the fire¬ 
place. 

TV stand favourites: 

The Vista pedestal from 
CasaLife (casalife.com, 
$850) turns your flat 
screen into a modern 
sculpture. Perfect for 
small spaces or placing a 
television in front of win¬ 
dow. 

The Country Pine Con¬ 
sole from Sears (sears.ca, 
$480) is a long, low pine 
cupboard which will 
house your television, but 
also offers up a ton of stor¬ 
age. It will add casual 
country charm to a room 
and the extra storage is 
great. 


Designer Tip 

The wall that the flat 
screen hangs on is the 
perfect wall to paint a fo¬ 
cal paint colour. Deep- 
toned colours like char¬ 
coal grey or chocolate 
brown will help to create 
less contrast between the 
black television and the 
wall, making the televi¬ 
sion visually disappear in 
the room. Dark colours al¬ 
so add drama to the room.

Go bright with white 
this coming spring 


When interior designer 
Betsy Burnham redecorat¬ 
ed her office recently, she 
made a decision that sur¬ 
prised her staff: She 
focused on the colour 
white. White walls, white 
ceilings, white furniture, 
even white chandeliers. 

“I’m a huge colour fanat¬ 
ic,” she says, “but I just 
think white makes colour 
pop so beautifully.” 

Her favourite colourful 
accessories “never looked 
as good” as they do now 
against a white backdrop. 
“White is crisp, it’s young 
and it’s really flexible.” 

Decorating with white 
can be intimidating. But, 
says designer Brian Patrick 
Flynn of decordemon.com, 
“used correctly, white lets 
other things truly work as 
the breakout stars.” 

Yes, there are potential 
pitfalls in working with 
white (you’re probably en¬ 
visioning red wine spilled 
on a white sofa). But it can 
— honestly — be a versa¬ 
tile and practical option. 

WHY WHITE WORKS 

“White is a trick design¬ 
ers use to modernize 
things,” says Flynn. Tradi¬ 
tional pieces of furniture 
and scuffed wooden floors 
are revitalized by white 
paint. Their imperfections 
are transformed into ap¬ 
pealing texture. 

Designer Taniya Nayak, 
host of HGTV’s Destination 
Design and HGTV.com’s 
$100 Half Day Design se¬ 
ries, loves spray-painting 
old picture frames and mir¬ 
rors a glossy white. 

“It instantly gives them a 
fresh, mod look,” she says. 

The backdrop of a white 
floor and walls makes fa¬ 
miliar furniture, window 
treatments and accessories 
stand out in a new way.

White can feel tradition¬ 
al when paired with ornate 
pieces, or utterly modern 
with streamlined furniture 
and chrome. 

“White can also kind of 
work as a mediator,” Flynn 
says. “Just like bringing in a 
marriage counsellor, white 
will work as a mediator be¬ 
tween soft and loud 
colours. You can use it to 
work as a bridge between 
two colours.” 

HOW TO APPROACH IT 

Flynn loves doing white 
walls and furniture with 
bold colour on the ceiling, 
in accessories and in the in¬ 
teriors of bookcases. 

Nayak recently created a 
nautical look for her HGTV 
series that pairs white fur¬ 
niture, ceilings and 
columns with dramatic 
navy-blue walls and splash¬ 
es of yellow. 

If you prefer something 
preppier, she says, try 


white and navy with a bit 
of bright green. (Other 
colour combos she likes: 
Rooms done entirely in 
black and white, or white 
with grey and chartreuse 
accents.) 

If you have a room with 
large windows, you’ll make 
the view more of a focal 
point by doing a very white 
room. “The view becomes 
your art,” says Nayak. 

TREADING CAREFULLY 

Choose your shades of 
white carefblly. 

“You want it to be liv¬ 
able, not like Liquid Pa¬ 
per,” Burnham says. “If 
there’s too much blue in it, 
it’s just going to be blind¬ 
ing.” 

Some whites are warm, 
with a slightly yellow un¬ 
dertone, while others have 
a cool tinge. There are also 
greenish whites, purplish 
whites and many other vari¬ 
eties.

f you’re a gardener or 
planning on landscap¬ 
ing this spring, be pre¬ 
pared to take a nature- 
friendly approach (if 
you haven’t done so al¬ 
ready). 

Here are some of the na¬ 
ture-oriented landscaping 
and gardening trends that 
have become increasingly 
more evident over the last 
few years, and will be no¬ 
ticeably stronger this 
spring. 

• Lawns: Lawns going, go¬ 
ing, gone? Grass is becom¬ 
ing less popular because 
it’s not an environmental¬ 
ly friendly option, since it 
sucks back a lot of water, 
requires cutting (usually 
with a gas-powered lawn- 
mower), and the occasion¬ 
al dosing of fertilizer or 
bug killer. 

• Forest look: Natural-look¬ 
ing plantings are in, so the 
yard looks like a meadow, 
or a forest floor. Manicured 
gardens and lawns are out. 

• Local: Native plants and 
shrubs are appearing, 
rather than non-native 
plants that require extra 
watering, pest control and 
other ministrations. Low- 
maintenance flowers and 
other plants that grow 
without any help from us 
in local meadows and fields

are appearing in gardens. 

• Decks and patios: To en¬ 
joy natural settings, decks 
or patios are a must. Natu¬ 
ral stone pavers are appear¬ 
ing more often, with sand 
between them, to encour¬ 
age drainage. Porous 
pavers are also appearing 
on the market, with the 
goal of allowing rainwater 
to soak into the soil. And 
don’t forget the substan¬ 
tial, durable and comfort¬ 
able outdoor furniture. 

• Growing food: Vegetable 
gardens are coming back 
with a vengeance. Rising 
food prices have made 
them more popular, as well 


as a wish to eat fresh organ¬ 
ic foods. 

• Pests: Some of the old- 
fashioned pest control 
methods that use spices 
such as cayenne, citrus oil 
or crushed mint are mak¬ 
ing a comeback. (There are 
a ton of natural pest con¬ 
trol solutions on the inter¬ 
net.) 

• Mulch: Mulch is big. It’s a 
natural way to keep the 
soil around plants cool, 
damp, and it inhibits the 
growth of weeds.

Our server delivered a 
warm smile, basket of tor¬ 
tilla chips and a delicious, 
cilantro-laced salsa as we 
sat down. We were left with 
menus where none of the 
authentic Mexican dishes 
topped $15 and a choice of 
fizzy, fruity drinks. 

On the strength of online 


recommendations favour¬ 
ing the mole (mo-lay) sauce, 
I chose the enchiladas 
poblenas ($13.95) with a 
bottled sangria ($2.50). The 
Sangria Senorial ended its 
journey from Mexico to our 
table: the unexpectedly 
non-alcoholic, oddly car¬ 
bonated taste was spot-on, a 
summer pitcher in the sun. 

My plate’s rigidly geomet¬ 
ric lines arrived shortly af¬ 
ter. From left to right, the 
rice and chicken enchiladas 
were decent, that mole 
sauce was exquisite, and 
the refried beans were ex¬ 
cellent. The star of the dish 
was textured with flavours 
from the other side of mid¬ 


night. Cocoa, chili and 22 
other spices flowed across 
my tongue. 

Unfortunately, there was 
no fried ice cream to be 


had, but the sponge-toffee- 
lilce flan with its sweet, 
caramelized au jus was a 
sweet replacement. 

Don Antonio’s is a friend¬ 


ly, family-run neighbour¬ 
hood spot that I wouldn’t 
hesitate to visit if I were in 
the area and hankering for 
a tamale.

INGREDIENTS: 

3 tablespoons olive oil 
2 medium zucchini, cubed 
1 medium onion, chopped 

1 cup mushrooms, chun¬ 
ked 

2 clove garlic, minced 

2 teaspoons fresh thyme, 
chopped 
salt and pepper 
1 large tomato, diced 
1 carton low sodium 
chicken broth 
1 can beans (kidney, chick¬ 
pea or a mix), drained and 
rinsed 

METHOD: 

1. In large pot, heat oil 
over medium high heat. 

2. Add zucchini and cook, 
stirring often, for about 3 
minutes.
